use Spencer carbines at the Battle 
of Gettysburg. 
“There are today many fine 
authors, lecturers and guides, who 
In a well intentioned way, arm 
Buford’s men with Spencer car­ 
bines. The fact remains," he said, 
“that none of these persons has 
apparently checked beyood other 
secondary sources and therefore 
seem to be repesting a probable 
error over and over again. 
“In the National Archives are 
quarterly ordnance reports which 
indicate the type of weapons in 
the hands of various units of the 
Union Army- In that, titled 'Sum­ 
mary Statement of Ordnance and 
Ordnance Stores on Hand in the 
Cavalry Regiments in Service of 
the U. S. During the 2nd Quarter 
Ending June 30, 1863/ It is shown 
that Buford’s men were armed 
with Sharps, Burnside, Smith, 
Merrill, GaHatfwr and Ballard 
carbines, hut it does not show 
that they were armed with either 
Spencer rifles or carbines.

Buildings, Has Had Sharp 
Earth Shocks In Past Years 
EDITOR S NOTE - Nancy 
Warner, Associated Press secre­ 
tary at Seattle, lived for 13 
years at Anchorage, the Alaska 
city hit by a major earthquake. 
Here is her description of the 
city,

SEATTLE, Wash. (AP)—Alas­ 
ka's largest city, Anchorage, 
reported devastated by a ma­ 
jor earthquake Friday night, 
lies od flat land bordering Cook 
Inlek and flanked by high moun­ 
tains to the east. The city has 
had sharp earth shocks in re­ 
cent years, but nothing even ap­ 
proaching this one. 
The main streets, Fourth and 
Fifth Avenues, run east and 
west. To the East are Elmen­ 
dorf Air Force Base and Ft. 
Richardson, the Army base, 
which is about IO miles away. 
SMALL BUILDINGS 
Buildings along the main busi­ 
ness district are predominantly 
one and two-story structures, 
with a few exceptions. One of 
the city’s tallest buildings, the 
Mf. McKinley Building, is on 
Fourth Ave. where severe dam­ 
age was reported. It’s a 14-story 
steel and concrete apartment 
building and also houses one of 
Anchorage’s two television sta­ 
tions, KTVA. 
In the center of town is the 
city hall and the federal build­ 
ing. Along normally bustling 
Fourth Ave. are banks, dress 
shops, hotels, restaurants, liq­ 
uor stores, bars and other es­ 
tablishments. 


homes vanish 
One of the most exclusive res­ 
idential districts is Turnagain 
Bluff, on the southern edge of 
the city, where expensive homes 
stand on a steep bluff just above 
Cook Inlet. It is here that some 
homes were reported to have 
slid into the water. 
At the time the quake hit, it 
was about 5:40 p.m. in Anchor­ 
age and the streets would be 
crowded with people bound for 
their homes or markets. 
The normally busy Interna­ 
tional Airport, a stopover for 
many airlines, is about three 
miles southwest of the city. 
Cook Inlet, a deep waterway 
leading in from the Gulf of Alas­ 
ka, curls part way around the 
western rim of the city. 
ONE COLLEGE 
Merrill field on the city’s out­ 
skirts is an operating base for 
the Civil Air Patrol and scores 
of primate pilots. There also is 
a bi$ Seaplane base near the In­ 
ternational Airport. 
There is one institution of high­ 
er education, Methodist College, 
just east of the city. Provi­ 
dence Hospital is in the same 
area. 
The Anchorage water sup­ 
ply is pumped from deep wells 
directly into the city mains. 
Powpr comes from a city-owned 
generating plant and from a 
hydroelectric project.

RURAL ELDERLY 
FOLK ELIDIBLE 
FOR FOA LOANS 


Elderly persons who live in 
rural areas may be eligible for 
housing loans from the Farmers 
Home Administration. 
The administration offers di 
rect loans to elderly persons to 
buy or build a home or repair 
an existing home, according to 
Daniel A. Paddock, county su­ 
pervisor for Adams and York 
Counties. Such a loan would 
have a four per cent simple in­ 
terest rate and a maximum re­ 
payment period of 33 years, he 
said. 
Also available are large loans 
to finance construction of apart­ 
ment colonies for older persons 
in rural areas, he said, interest 
on these loans ranges from to 
to 5% per cent, d e p e n d i n g 
on the type of development. 
Mr. Paddock said money is 
also available for small loans 
and grants to elderly persons 
whose farm or home needs es 
sential minor repairs and they 
are in need of funds due to 
health, age or other union 
tellable circumstances. 
For the purposes of the loans, 
an elderly person in a rural area 
is anyone 82 years of age or 
older living in an open area or 
in a community ^rith a populi 
tion below 2,500. We want to 
help our senior citizens, Mr. Pa 
dock said.

A moral but heavy crucifixion 
is still going on, the Pope de­ 
clared, and Christ could ask His 
modern and able persecutors" 
of today why they are persecut­ 
ing Him. 
"The body of Christ is cruci­ 
fied even today, morally but 
heavily, in many parts of the 
world," he said. ‘The church of 
silence is still the suffering 
church, the patient church and, 
in some places, the suffocated 
church." 
RIVIVS ATTITUDE 
His denunciation of Com mo­ 
nist oppression led some observ­ 
ers to believe he is working to 
revive the church’s attitude to­ 
ward Marxism as it was in tha 
reign of Pius XII. 
Pope John XXIII spoke out 
against communism many times 
during his reign of less than 
five years. He yielded no ground 
in doctrinal resistance to com 
munism, but he stressed charity 
and gentleness more than out­ 
right condemnation. 
Pope Paul spoke after he had 
walked from the huge amphi 
theater to a spot near the pagan 
temple of Venus on Palatine 
Hill. The 66-year-old pontiff took 
up the rough-hewn cross half 
way through the procession, in 
which papal participation is un­ 
usual. 
The procession symbolized the 
Way of the Cross and included 
14 stops marking episodes of 
Christ’s road to Calvary.

Interesting, isn t it, 
that the rolling of eggs on the 
green has become for this coun­ 
try a white house tradition? 
Then, there was the game of 
tapping eggs — when boys try 
to break one another’s eggs 
without cracking their own. And, 
egg hunts have gone on and on 
from antiquity. 
EGG SUPERSTITIONS 
The mysticism of the egg car­ 
ried over into superstitions con­ 
cerning the eggshell. Folk tales 
relate that the Dalmatians were 
careful to throw eggshells as 
far from the house as possible 
to create a boundary line which 
snakes could not pass. Germans 
burned the eggshells because 
they believed that witches, who 
could not ordinarily cross water, 
could do so in eggshell boats. 
Enter now the Easier bunny. 
According to one author this su­ 
perstition is possibly of Teuton­ 
ic origin. From the Teutons 
comes the legend that through 
some supernatural power a rab­ 
bit could lay eggs on the night 
before the spring festival and 
at sunrise leave the collection 
of eggs at the feet of a joyous 
child. 
AU these tales and all the re- 
Ugious symbolism from ’round 
the world burst into full bloom 
in the Easter eggs of our coun­ 
try. The egg is still the symbol 
of the season — the newness 
and funness of life.

DIEM OFFICIAL 
IS SENTENCED 
TO GUILLOTINE 


HUE, South Viet Nam (AP)— 
Phan Quang Dong, high intelli­ 
gence officer in the late Presi­ 
dent Ngo Dinh Diem's regime, 
has been sentenced to death on 
the guillotine by a revolutionary 
court. 
A crowd of 2,000 standing out­ 
side the provincial courthouse 
cheered and threw their hats 
into the air Friday on hearing 
the sentence read over a loud­ 
speaker. 
The defendant, 36, convicted 
of murder, extortion and illegal 
detention and torture of prison­ 
ers, appeared calm as sentence 
was pronounced by tits nine- 
member tribunal. The court also 
ordered confiscation of his prop­ 
erty. 
FIRST ON TR’AL 
Dong was the first Diem gov­ 
ernment official to be tried by 
the new revolutionary court in 
what may be a long series of 
trials. The next trial is expected 
to be for Diem’s brother, Ngo 
Dinh Can, who formerly ruled 
the central Vietnamese prov­ 
inces. 
Dong was given 24 hours to 
appeal to the ruling military 
revolutionary council. 
He immediately signed the re­ 
quest for mercy. If the plea is 
rejected, he will be executed 
five days later. 
Dong was convicted of mur­ 
dering Tran Ba Nam, a private 
contractor who had lived in 
Laos, in 1958, and Vo Con, a 
former deputy security chief in 
Central Viet Nam, in 1959. 
The Diem government ac­ 
cused the two men of being 
French spies, a charge the new 
government says was trumped 
up for extortion purposes.

SIBTIC TANK CARI

ing from a septic tank is not 
pure water. This effluent from 
a tank is more contaminated 
that the material going in. Do 
NOT discharge it into a stream,

road ditch, or underground wa­ 
ter table. 
The best place for septic tank 
discharge is a tile disposal field 
laid in the top layers of the soil 
where soil bacteria break it 
down. Lay tile Unei in a trench 
about 2 to 2V4 feet deep. Have 
the trench slope about 4 inches 
to IOO feet. Tile fields give bet­ 
ter absorption than seepage pita. 
A septic tonk’s capacity can­ 
not be "stretched" by running 
wash water around the tank. 
Soap detergents and drain clean­ 
ers, in normal quantities, will 
not harm the bacteria in the 
tank. Get a tank that is Urge 
enough in the first place and 
run all wastes into it. 
Every septic tank that is work­ 
ing properly collects sludge in 
its bottom. Check sludge level 
deposits every year and remove 
them when the tank is one-third 
full. This can be checked by a 
probe through an inspection hole 
left in the top of the tank for 
this purpose. 
KNOW YOUR KUMFER 
Remove the sludge when the 
Unk needs cleaning: So-called 
chemical dissolves are not ef­ 
fective, and may spoil the bac­ 
terial action in the tank. 
Be careful when dealing with 
transient tank pumpers. Know 
what it will cost before you al­ 
low any work to be done. Be 
especially wary of a "per 
pound" rate. Hire a local man, 
or one you know is dependable. 
Haul the sludge out to a field 
and plow it under. Do not grow 
vegetables on sludge mulch.

DIHORN GALVIS 
Calves should be dehorned 
when they are young because 
they are lighter and easier to 
handle and there is less shock 
and setback for them. The best 
time to remove horns is when 
the calves are tees than a month 
old. At this age, horns can be 
removed mechanically with a 
scoop, chemically with caustics, 
or electrically with a dehorning 
iron. 
Using the scoop method, horn 
buttons are actually scooped 
out with a mechanical device. 
Dehorning instruments can be 
purchased through most live­ 
stock supply catalogues. 
With the caustic method, a 
caustic stick or solution is 
nibbed into the horn button to 
destroy the horn tissue. Care 
must be taken so that this ma­ 
terial does not get into the calfs 
eyes or is nibbed onto another 
animal. Vaseline or lard rubbed 
around the outside of the horn 
button helps prevent the caustic 
from reaching hair or eyes. 
MORR VALUABLI 
All methods tor dehorning 
calves aim at killing the germin­ 
al tissue layer from which the 
horns grow. Horns allowed to 
grow where they become visible 
must ba removed surgically. 
When visible horns are removed 
from calves, one-fourth to one- 
half inch of hairline around the 
horn bases should also be re-

moved. 
Bleeding may be a problem 
if the horns are not removed at 
a young age. Excessive blood 
loss can be prevented by using 
a fine-nosed instrument to pull 
the arteries. Do not use flour 
or cobwebs to stop bleeding. 
These can spread infection. 
Avoid dehorning older ani­ 
mals during fly season. 
Properly dehorned cattle are 
more valuable than horned cat­ 
tle. Dehorned cattle are pre­ 
ferred by cattle feeders and 
meatpackers. Most cattlemen 
find that hornless cows are eas­ 
ier to work with and require 
less space at feeding time than 
horned cows.
